THE PESTIFEROUS HEATHEN 


The steamship Altenower, now in 
quarantine in San Francisco Bay with 
about one hundred leathsome Chinese 
smallpox cases aboard, has aroused the 
indignation of Col. Bee, the Chinese 
Consul at San Francisco. He de- 
nounces the action of the Board of 
Health as “astounding and unprece- 
dented” in prohibiting the further 
landing of smallpox patients, and inti- 
mates that, as the Chinese Consul, 
he will take action in the matter. 
It is not at all probable that the Fed- 
eral Government will interfere as the 
law of quarantine provides that the 
exclusive jurisdiction in such matters 
is, by an Act of Congress, expressly 
recognized to be a State’s right to ex- 
ercise and carry out her laws of 
health as best pretects the people. 
No doubt Senator Hoar would enjoy 
seeing the pestiferous heathens landed 
in the heart of San Francisco. What 
would Boston do under similar cir- 
cumstances? 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Professor E. 8. Morse, of the Essex 
Institute, has devised an ingenious ar- 
rangement for utilizing the heat in 
the sun’s rays in warming our houses. 
His invention consists of a surface of

THE TRUCKEE RIVER. 


A Tremendous Water-Power Running 
to Waste, 


There is nothing absurd in the pro- 
position that an abundance of power 
for all working purposes can be trans- 
mitted from the Truckee river to the 
Comstock mines. In fact, it would not 
be at all difficult to perfect a system 
of cables for transmitting power suf- 
ficent to do all the hoisting and pump- 
ing required by the mines. Itis only 
a question of time and money. There 


is nota single obstacle in the way. 
The idea at first may seem Utopian, 
but there is nothing dreamy about it 
when viewed ina proper light. Nor 
would the cost be excessive, compared 
with results. [t would enable miners to 
work a much lower grade of ore than 
can now be profitably milled. Asa 
mechanical proposition no obstacles 
can be presen The water of the 
river can be backed up and saved so 
that at no time of the year will there 
he less than 6,000 inches, which may 
be turned upon an overshot wheel of 
sufficient diameter and breast to de- 
velop power enough to run the whele 
country. Maybe there are some ignor- 
ant little chipmunks who will bark at 
this proposition, but it is n good one, 
as anyone who is competent to criti- 
cize the matter will say. 
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A Solid Little Camp. 

The Free Press has the following: 
No mining district could well be man- 
aged more economically than Bodie 
now is, and few districts can shew the 
same amount of work done for the 
money expended. So far as levyiog 
assessments is concerned, there has 
not actually, during the past twe 
months, but three assessments become 


delinquent—one of 820,000 on the 
Con. Pacific; one of $10,000 on the 
Goodshaw and one of $15,000 on the 
South Bodie, making a total ef $45,- 
000. During the same time the Stan- 
dard has declared two dividends of 
$75,000 each and the Bulwer two of 
$10,000 each ; total $170,000. During 
this time the Bodie has increased the 
amount in its treasury to the extent of 
$20,000 or $30,000, and the Bodie 
Tunnel and Syndicate have each in- 
creased the amount of money on hand, 
making a profit of at least $200,000 
against $4,5000 of assessments, of 
which probably one-third was not 
paid at all, the stock going back into 
the treasuries of the companies. There 
is no crisis“ in business circles-here 
whatever, and there has never been a 
time during the past four years when 
the business men of the town general- 
ly were on a firmer footing.

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The New Slate Pencil. 
The hard, biack German slate pen- 
cil has been su 5 of late years 
by the round white pencil of clay slate. 
At the quarry near Castleton, Vt., 
about 35 workmen produce about 
50,000 pencils daily, and it is pro- 
to increase the daily output to 
100,000. The blocks when quarried 
are sawed into pieces seven by twelve 
inches, split to the thickness of half 
an inch and smoothed by a planer. 
The block is under a semi- 
circular knife, and, after having been 
turned over, the process

A particle of quartz in the block would 
break all the pencils. They are pointed 
by a grindstone, turned, assorted, and 
sent to market in boxes of a hundred.
